THE TRUE MEANING OF CHANUKAH 


here is aJewish tradition that on the anniversary 
of a loved one’s death one lights a memorial 
candle, a yizkor candle. One autumn a few years 
back, I needed a yizkor candle and walked over 
to one of our local supermarkets during my 
lunch break to see if they had one. The branch 
on the other side of town carried them, so I 
thought I might find one here. 

Ididn’t expect the store workers to know about yizkor candles, 
sol said it was a Jewish memorial candle in a glass often found in 
the kosher section. They didn’t know 
what kosher was and brought me to 
the candle section. 1 explained again 
(and again) that it probably wouldn’t 
be with candles and was usually with 
Jewish or kosher food items. The 
saleswoman became exasperated 
and told me they would have more 
Jewish items at Christmas time. 
I assumed she meant Chanukah 
candles. Before I said something 
rude, | left. 

So, I sighed when I looked at a 
calendar and saw this year that the 
days of Chanukah overlapped with 
Christmas. Jewish holidays move 
around the Gregorian calendar because of the Jewish calendar’s 
leap year which adds an extra month seven times during each 
19-year period. 

Why the big sigh? Because when Chanukah and Christmas 
are near each other, it provides more opportunity for people 
like the saleswoman to think the holidays are the same and that 
Chanukah is, as I’ve heard, basically Jewish Christmas. 

When Chanukah is over before Christmas, even occurring 
sometimes on Thanksgiving, I can reply to people who say, 
“Happy holidays” by saying, “Thanks, but my winter holiday 
was over weeks ago.” 

When the holidays are close together, it’s hard to find a 
good response. Sometimes, I say Chanukah isn’t really that 
major a holiday, but thanks anyway. Sometimes I add that the 
important Jewish holiday seasons are in fall and spring. None 
of it is satisfying to me and usually not to the greeter, who often 
is trying to be inclusive. 

I hate saying Chanukah is not important because it has 
importance, and it’s a lovely holiday — candles, dreidels (spinning 
tops) and greasy foods like latkes (potato pancakes) and suvganiot 
(jelly donuts). Both my son and grandfather were born on the

fifth night of Chanukah, so it’s particularly special to me. But in 
Judaism, Chanukah is more celebration than holy day and is not 
mentioned in the Torah. 

Ironically, Chanukah celebrates resisting assimilation. In 167 
BCE, King Antiochus IV tried to force Jews to assimilate into 
Greek culture and made it punishable by death for practicing 
Judaism. The Maccabees led a successful revolt against this 
oppression. When the Jews re-entered their temple, it was in 
disarray with only enough oil to light one day. Miraculously, so the 
story goes, the oil lasted eight days. Thus, eight nights of candle 
lighting. Because it celebrates 
fighting assimilation, traditionally 
you place the Chanukah menorah 
or Chanukah in your window to 
proudly be visibly Jewish. Despite 
this, Chanukah is the Jewish holiday 
most assimilated into mainstream 
culture. 

Given this history, I’m not sure I 
feel better when people say, “happy 
holidays” rather than “Merry 
Christmas.” At least ifthey mention 
Christmas, I can say, thanks, “I don’t 
celebrate Christmas, but Ihope your 
holiday goes well.” Saying happy 
holidays puts me in a quandary 
about how to respond and sometimes sets me up as being 
ungracious. It’s hard to get the nuance of Chanukah without 
feeling you are dismissing your culture. 

I don’t need blue and white elves, Chanukah tinsel or even 
people saying happy holidays near Christmas. On the other hand, 
lam so grateful in the fall during the Jewish High Holy Days when 
someone says “Happy New Year” or even “Happy holidays.” 

Particularly with the rise of anti-Semitism, I appreciate those 
people who consider the fullness of the Jewish community, 
including when and what their holidays are. 

Many, many cultures and religions have winter holidays 
worth finding out about; many involving light during the dark 
winter days. I love to learn about other people’s traditions and 
customs and am honored when lam included in their celebrations, 
Christmas included. My hopeis to be respectful of what different 
communities observe and find important not only in the winter, 
but all year round. That’s something we all could celebrate. m

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Supreme Housing Justice 


NEW DOWNTOWN AFFORDABLE HOUSING OPENS THANKS TO 
BOTH A PRIVATE DEVELOPER AND PUBLIC FUNDING 


private developer and local nonprof- 

its worked together to promote a new 

apartment building on Ith and Lincoln 

to Latino households in the community. 

The project’s developer, Craig 

Weicker, also owns Civic Winery. He 

is wrapping up the affordable hous- 

ing project, which is already filled and has a waiting list. 

Construction of the building faced price increases during 

COVID-19. Thanks to local and state affordable housing 

funding and support, Ketanji Court’s tenants will be 
moving in the final two weeks of 2022. 

“One hundred percent of these units are going to people 
in need in the community,” Weicker says. 

Though the project was originally called 
“11th and Lincoln,” Weicker says he decided 
to change its name to make it stand out 
more for potential applicants. So he dubbed 
it Ketanji Court after the most recent U.S. 
Supreme Court associate justice, the first- 
ever Black woman to sit on the nation’s 
highest court. 

“Ketanji Brown Jackson’s appointment 
to the Supreme Court was a very inspira- 
tional moment for our country,” Weicker 
says. “She has a tremendous background, 
and I thought, ‘Well, what a wonderful way 
to recognize her.” 

The housing project has 59 units, all of 
which are designated affordable. Eighty 
percent of the building has three-bedroom 
apartments, 13 percent of which are for 
families earning less than 30 percent of 
the annual mean income ($23,900 for a 
household of four). The remaining are for 
those making up to 60 percent of annual 
mean income (about $40,000 for a house- 
hold of four). 

Weicker says he wanted the building, 
which is near the Eugene Municipal Court 
and St. Mary Catholic Church, to fit in with 
the neighborhood. He says the building’s 
design is modeled after other housing units 
in Portland. And its residents will have services nearby 
including the Eugene Public Library and the Lane Transit 
District’s downtown station. “It’s an attractive area,” he 
adds. “It’s a great place for people to live.” 

Building affordable housing as a private developer and 
pursuing public funds is acompetitive process, Weicker 
says. He says he didn’t get affordable housing funding the 
first time he applied for state money. The state requires 
that housing projects benefit underserved communities, 
so for his second application, he says he decided to build 
housing units and promote it to Latino families,though 
it is open to all families who qualify. 

According to 2021 data from the U.S. Census Bureau, 
about 10.6 percent of residents in Eugene-Springfield 
are Hispanic or Latino. 

Ketanji Court will offer residents services from local 
nonprofits Centro Latino Americano and Cornerstone 
Community Housing. Weicker says what the services will 
be hasn’t been decided yet, but it could include English 
and financial classes. 

Weicker submitted documents about the housing 
development to an Oct. 11, 2021, meeting of Eugene’s 
Affordable Housing Trust Fund Advisory Subcommittee.

According to the application materials seeking afford- 
able housing money from the city, Weicker wrote that 
he and Centro signed a memo of understanding that 
the nonprofit would “help Latinx community members 
secure safe and affordable housing providing services for 
mixed-immigration status, eliminating language barriers 
and providing culturally sensitive services.” 

Because Ketanji Court has received public money, 
Weicker says he’s restricted in how much he can earn. 
He expects any profit will go toward paying off the bank 
loan and to support the services offered by Centro Latino 
Americano and Cornerstone. 

The total cost of Ketanji Court is nearly $20 million,

Weicker says. The building cost increased by nearly $5 
million from 2020 to 2022, according to a 2020 grant 
announcement by Oregon Housing and Community 
Services’s Local Innovation and Fast Track that reported 
that the project’s cost was $14,988,000. 

About half of the building’s costs have been covered 
by public money. In 2020, a LIFT grant awarded the proj- 
ect $4 million. It also received a 4. percent Low Income 
Housing Tax Credit that amounts to about $6 million. 
Homes For Good, Lane County’s housing authority, is 
providing 13 project-based vouchers to help very low- 
income families and individuals. 

In February 2020, Homes for Good sent out arequest 
for proposals for project-based vouchers, which is arent 
subsidy that goes directly to a landlord, Ela Kubok, the 
agency’s communications director, says in an email. The 
agency awarded Weicker’s development 13 vouchers and 
the same to ahousing development in Florence. Vouchers 
allow development projects to have a better chance in 
securing state funding, she says, and support households 
that earn less than 30 percent of area median income. 

Similar to other construction projects, Ketanji Court’s 
costs shot up during 2020 and 2021. About six months 


before his deadline to find the rest of the building’s fund- 
ing, Weicker says he saw the costs of lumber skyrocket. 
From August 2021 to early 2022, the price of lumber nearly 
quadrupled, according to data from National Associa- 
tion of Home Builders, smashing previous records. The 
lumber prices resulted in an increase of $4 million in 
construction costs, Weicker says. 

Weicker says that he knows of other affordable hous- 
ing projects that are facing major delays. “We did have 
some other delays, but we were able to pivot and make 
some other changes,” he says. 

Kubok says that in the last two years, Homes for 
Good has developed and built 279 housing units in the 
community with more on the horizon. “We 
plan to develop and complete approximately 
400 more homes over the next five years,” 
she adds. “It is our mission to not only build 
more affordable housing but also partner 
with others to create more housing oppor- 
tunities in our communities.” 

Weicker says Eugene has been abighelpin 
the building’s construction process. He says 
that despite the city’s bad reputation in the 
community — which he adds is undeserved — 
city officials and the City Council eased the 
construction process. The city waived its 
system development charges, fees applied 
to new developments and property taxes for 
the building, he says. That waiver saved him 
several hundred thousand dollars, he says. 

City of Eugene spokesperson Cambra 
Jacobson says the city has invested millions 
of dollars every year in affordable housing 
development, more than 1,200 housing units 
in the past five years. The amount of funding 
it has available to provide public agencies and 
private developers changes depending on 
variables, such as federal funding and local 
construction activity, which the city taxes. 

System development charges — fees 
applied to new buildings to cover the costs 
of connecting the development to the city’s 
infrastructure — have a cap, Weicker says, 
and it’s a competitive process. He says that he’d like 
to see the city ease its process and increase its cap to 
encourage developers to build more affordable housing. 

Jacobson says city fee assistance, which includes 
system development charges, targets low-income hous- 
ing developments, such as Ketanji Court. The city covers 
these fees through its general fund, and in combination 
with the recent money from the Biden administration’s 
American Rescue Plan Act, the city has provided more 
than $1.1 million for projects. And in 2028, the city will 
put out a request for proposals for about $760,000 in 
fee exemptions. 

Although there’s political division at all levels in the 
country, Weicker says one issue that everyone seems to 
agree on is that there needs to be more housing. 

“The federal government has been stepping up a lot 
more, and I think the state is as well,” Weicker says. “If 
there was more housing, prices would go down. But you 
can’t build more housing if everything costs a fortune 
to do it.”

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STRETCHED AT COLDFIRE BREWING 
FOCUSES ON POPULAR CHINESE STREET FOOD, 
BIANG BIANG NOODLES

hen Stretched food cart owner Jason Jaime first had a bite of 
the long flat biang biang noodle, it was the start of what he says 
would become one of his life’s goals — to focus on the noodle 
dish that originates from Xi’an, China. 

“I wanted people to try these. It’s unique. It’s delicious,” Jaime 

says. “It’s something that you crave.” 

Located in ColdFire Brewing Company’s popular food cart 
pod, Stretched hand pulls noodles and experiments with various flavors to accompany 
them. Jaime admits that his approach to the noodle is more of an interpretation, and 
the dish is finding its audience with local foodies. 

Jaime has had a long history in working in kitchens in the area. He’s worked at B2 
Wine Bar, Sixth Street Grill, George + Violet’s Steakhouse in Springfield and the short- 
lived Hard Knocks in Cottage Grove. But it was a job at Xi’an region-focused 221 BCE 
near the University of Oregon where Jaime was introduced to various dishes of Chinese 
food and began a passion for biang biang. 

“Thad a bite of my first dish, which was a noodle bowl,” Jaime recalls. “I was like, “This 
is my favorite food. It was tomato egg and pork zha jiang, which I have on my menu 
because that was like the first thing I really loved.” 

Jaime worked at 221 BCE until the restaurant had to replace workers with family 
members to cut down on costs. The restaurant closed in June 2020, but Jaime’s passion 
for the biang biang noodles persisted and it even seeped into his house. He jokes that 
he couldn’t even reference the noodle around his wife unless he was going to cook it. 
He had learned the recipes at 221 BCE but he slowly tweaked them into his own dishes. 
“It took years for me to start developing,” he says. 

Jaime opened after hosting a few pop-ups throughout town. He says he and his wife 
do most of the prep and cooking along with his brother, who uses a wheelchair due to 
cerebral palsy. He has two other employees, but he says they work part time. 

Stretched is in a food truck that ColdFire Brewing Company is letting Jaime borrow. 
But he’s hoping to raise $30,000 to buy his own truck that offers modern amenities and 
has more room for him to cook and his brother to take orders. 


Biang biang 
noodles are known 
for their length, which 
requires a labor-intensive 
process from making wheat dough 
from scratch every morning to stretching it, 
Jaime says. And noodles are temperamental 
depending on the weather, he says. A longer 
noodle has more consistent thickness than shorter 
ones, he says. Noodles aren’t flavorful, he says, so that’s 
why they require strong sauces. 

“T tell people when you eat the bowls, try a little bit of the toppings off the top, then 
you’re just mixing it,” he says. “You just want to be constantly mixing it. You want to get 
down there and get that chili oil mix, the pork and the tomato.” 

Jaime laughs that he’s a “a white Mexican making Chinese food.” Although he hopes 
one day to visit Xi'an with his staff, he throws in other Asian regional cuisines influences 
into his dishes, such as adding Korean chili flakes and Japanese miso paste. 

But he’s found commonalities with biang biang noodles and the Mexican cuisine that 
he’s grown up with. He recently created a special that brought together the noodles 
with posole, a soup often made for special occasions that has diced meat, hominy and 
ared chili-based broth. For Jaime’s special, he substituted the hominy for biang biang 
noodles and included pork shoulder and broth. 

Even though Jaime calls his biang biang noodles an interpretation of the Chinese 
cuisine, he says he’s won over many UO Chinese international students when they eat 
there. When eating there, some of them tell Jaime that his food reminds them of their 
mom and dad. 

“That’s a big compliment,” Jaime says. “I’m just out here trying to make good food 
and spread the love.”

alk into the Market Alley that connects The Gordon 
Hotel to Fifth Street Public Market in Eugene, and you 
might fora moment think you’re in Pike Place Market 
in Seattle or Ghirardelli Square in San Francisco. Look 
again, and you'll find a dash of Las Vegas. 
That’s all on purpose, says Brian Obie, the 
businessman and former Eugene mayor who crafted 
that very specific vision for the main commercial development that’s linking the city’s 
older downtown to the coming high-end developments by the Willamette River. 

As we mulled visions of Eugene, Eugene Weekly invited Obie to sit down and talk 
about his own vision for the city’s future. Of all the visionaries this town has, and we 
have quite a few, he’s probably had the greatest actual impact on our daily lives, going 
back to the days when he bailed out the struggling founders of Fifth Street Public 
Market by coming in as a silent business partner. 

When I arrive for the interview with Obie, the first thing he does is hand mea book. 
The small, trim looking paperback has a photo on its cover of a red-haired young boy 
wielding a shovel and is titled Breaking Ground: Digging into the life and lessons of a 
small-town boy who’s reaching his big-time dreams. 

“This will tell you all you need to know about me,” Obie says. “It’s hot off the press.” 

Sitting in a cozy upstairs conference room at the new luxury hotel that bears his 
father’s first name, Gordon, it’s clear that Obie, 81, has reached a point in life where 
he sees himself as an elder statesman of creating Eugene. 

He wants to make Eugene a destination city, a place that people around Oregon 
and even around the country go out of their way to visit. His development around Fifth 
Street Public Market is the cornerstone of that idea. 

“The vision about the market district had to do with the thought we continue to 
have about ‘Destination Eugene’ that we think that we can create,” he says. “In fact, 
I've created a reason for people to come to Eugene.” 

Obie asa businessman got his start in advertising — and in art. His dad, Gordon Obie, 
had a sign-painting business in Montana in the 1940s but also did fine art painting. In 
1959, the family moved to Oregon, and in 1968, Brian Obie became president of Obie 
Outdoor Advertising. 

The younger Obie got into city politics in the 1970s, starting with a seat on the 
Eugene Planning Commission. 

Itwas there he began to think about the challenges of creating asuccessful city, and became 
fascinated with a design concept then in vogue called “urban villages” that called for mixed- 
use developments offering places to live, work and recreate within the same walkable area. 
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The developer

“Major cities at that time were creating them as part of their planning process,” he 
says. “I was intrigued with that, and they kind of stuck with me.” 

It was also in the 1970s that Obie became an investor — first as that silent partner 
—in the then-struggling Fifth Street Public Market, a maze of small artisanal shops 
housed in a former poultry plant. Obie slicked up the operation and turned it around 
financially, he says, looking for a balance between the market’s hippie roots anda 
glossier, more commercial vibe that would attract a wider audience. 

That’s where his fondness for Ghirardelli Square and Pike Place Market come in. For 
years, Obie says, he had stayed at Inn at the Market, a hotel inside Pike Place Market, 
when he visited Seattle. “The guests, you know, obviously eat and buy in the market. 
And it adds a great benefit both ways.” 

Hence, the Inn at the 5th, which opened in 2012, and The Gordon Hotel, which 
opened in 2021, and which Obie admits was inspired in part by the Bellagio Hotel on the 
Las Vegas Strip, though with a Eugene vibe. The Bellagio has an art gallery that shows 
masterpieces on loan from art museums; the Gordon has original local art displayed all 
over the building and a craft table for kids in the lobby. The Bellagio has Dale Chihuly 
glass art suspended from the lobby ceiling; the Gordon has hundreds of glass Mason 
jars hanging over the lobby. 

“Fortunately, it's working,” he says. “Fortunately, the concept had value and legs, if 
you will. | would say that is the beginning of the vision of the market district.” 

Even as he embarks on his ninth decade of life, Obie continues to look ahead to 
Eugene’s future. He made an offer on the abandoned Eugene Water and Electric Board 
building that sits on the riverfront not far from the Gordon Hotel. Along with proposals 
from three other parties, it was turned down. 

“T think it's an important building,” Obie says when asked why his company was 
interested. He insists he had no particular plan for it. “You know, we bought buildings 
in this neighborhood that we didn't know what we were gonna do with. None that big.” 

Asked to look ahead 20 years for Eugene, Obie stresses the goal of liveability and 
community pride — a theme that would be cited by some of the other visionaries EW 
checked in with. 

“T think it should work on developing pride in itself,” he says. “It just seems like there 
was atime that the community had more pride in itself than I can recall. | experienced 
that enthusiasm, the energy around it. Right? People loved living here, and were proud 
of it. They were excited about it, were selling it to their friends as a great place to live.” 


With the current cultural and political divisions in society, the way ahead is not 
obvious, he says. “We need somebody to get the community up.”

AT THE NEWLY OPENED VAULT DANCE STUDIO, 
TWO PROFESSIONAL UKRAINIAN 
DANCERS SEEK TO MAKE OREGON A CENTER OF 
BALLROOM DANCE

alking by Vault Dance Studio on the corner of 17th and Oak, you 
may look through the spotless floor-to-ceiling windows and see 
acouple training for ballroom competition on the world stage. 
In their rehearsal gear of sleek shoes and casually elegant attire, 
the couple pose, twirl and move with powerful emotion, tellinga 
story of romance against a background of clean acoustic guitar 
in a song special to their home country. 

Even with Ukraine ravaged by war, refugees Hanna Lytvynovych and Anton Ivanyshyn 
have not slowed down their ambitions as professional ballroom dancers. Their goals have 
just shifted direction. 

“We need to continue our life because if all Ukrainians stop, it's not good for Ukraine,” 
Lytvynovych says of the couple’s decision to participate in a ballroom competition in 
England last May. 

They had spent ayear training for the competition and did not want the painful emotions 
and situation the war created to put a halt to their dreams of success in professional 
dance. Continuing careers and dreams was also the advice Ukrainian President Volodymyr 
Zelenskyy gave to his people, and the couple wants to follow that advice.

For the couple, continuing their career means continuing to train for professional 
competitions. But now having started a new life in Eugene working at Vault Dance 
Studio, they have another ambition as well: making Oregon acenter for ballroom dance 
in the U.S. Currently, the ballroom dance scenes in the U.S. are in Southern California 
and on the East Coast, Lytvynovych and Ivanyshyn say. 

“We want to see a full studio with kid students and adult students,” Lytvynovych 
says. “It’s very good for our soul.” 

As of its soft opening Sept. 12, the Lytvynovych and Ivanyshyn are the main operators 
and instructors at the studio, which is no new experience for them. They have run and 
taught at several dance studios in Ukraine. 

Debbie Wright, also a ballroom dancer and owner of Vault, heard about the couple 
through a mutual friend in the dance world. By astroke of luck, Lytvynovych and Ivanyshyn 
, who lived in the nation’s capital of Kyiv, were in Poland for a dance competition when 
Russia invaded Ukraine. After spending a few months in Poland grieving the start of war, 
then traveling to and back from England for their competition, the couple was looking 
for teaching gigs. At that time, Wright also happened to be looking for professional 
ballroom dance teachers for Vault Dance Studio. 

Wright was able to sponsor the couple through United for Ukraine, a program 
allowing U.S. citizens to sponsor Ukrainian refugees and bring them to the U.S. While 
there is no work requirement, the couple are able to continue their passion at Wright’s 
studio — which has a story of its own. 

Vault Dance Studio, so named for the vault door remaining from the building’s previous 
life as a branch of U.S. Bank, was created out of a love Wright gained from a dance 
competition fundraiser for Angel Hair Foundation. Wright created the organization to 
help find hair for kids who lost their own to a medical condition, like her daughter did in 
eighth grade. The competition was similar to Dancing with the Stars, and gave Wright 
the passion for ballroom dance that led to her buying the space for Vault Dance Studio 
in 2019. The studio could not open until recently due to setbacks from the pandemic. 

Although it’s only been open a short time, Lytvynovych, Ivanyshyn and Wright are 
optimistic about the studio. Wright says the studio is heading in a good direction by 
generating curiosity among those coming by, and the couple has noticed a sense of 
friendly openness among those who have stopped by the studio so far. People here 
are open to trying something new, Lytvynovych says. 

“I think America can go to a higher level in ballroom dance on the world stage,” 
Lytvynovych says. “And I want to start from Oregon.”

SAVAGE LOVE

When | first got engaged to my wife, I tried to ease into a conversation about cuckolding, but 
it went poorly. I tried to broach the subject by telling her monogamy wasn’t a requirement 
for me and she got upset. She thought I wanted to have sex with other women. I do not. I re- 
assured her of that fact and dropped the subject, but she still doesn’t believe me. Whenever 
she’s feeling insecure, she brings up that conversation from five years ago. I don’t know you at 
all and this is anonymous, so | have no reason to lie: | do not want to have sex with women oth- 
er than my wife. I want her to have sex with other men. | want to be her cuckold. | want her to 
cheat on me. | have seen some married men online who are living the life |dream about (if the 
stuff they post about being cuckolds is true). | get depressed knowing some men have what I 
want. How did they get it? How do I get it? Do I risk raising the subject of monogamy again? 
— Difficulties Renegotiating Expectations Around Monogamy 


| got on Twitter — perhaps for the last time — to track down one of the guys you mentioned, 
DREAM, i.e., one of the guys living the life you dream about and posting the proof all over his social 
media accounts. His handle on Twitter is @CyclicCycle, DREAM, his wife’s handle is @Miss_On_Top. 
He managed to get what you want. So, how did he get it? And how can you? “The short answer: With 
a lot of communication, literature, podcasts and patience,” Cycle says. 

Cycle was never a jealous person. If anything, he was the opposite of jealous. “Even before cuck- 
olding was integrated into my mental lexicon,” says Cycle, “things like other guys hitting on my 
girlfriend or buying her drinks were huge turn-ons for me.” 

Eventual, Cycle met the woman who would become his wife, and while they enjoyed a varied and 
pretty kinky sex life, cuckolding wasn’t always a part of it. But when Cycle decided to broach the 
subject, DREAM, he was honest and direct — in other words, DREAM, he didn’t make the mistake 
you did. He didn’t speak about non-monogamy generally, but about his emerging interest in cuck- 
olding specifically. He didn’t ease into the conversation, he jumped in. 

“Now, it wasn’t a massive stretch to get to cuckolding from our already kinky lifestyle,” Cycle 
says. “And while | think it helped that we approached the topic more from a kink perspective than 
a non-monogamous perspective at first, even then we also didn’t go from zero to 60 in an instant.” 

Zooming out... When you look at the social media accounts of guys who are in successful cuck- 
old relationships — when you beat off looking at their accounts — you need to remember that 
you're seeing their most recent posts first. Meaning, you're seeing where they arrived, DREAM, 
and not where they started. 

Zooming in... You brought up non-monogamy, not cuckolding, and somehow thought your wife 
would take you from zero to 60, i.e., you thought your wife would hear you say “non-monogamy” and 
instead of thinking what most people would when their partner broached the subject of non-monog- 
amy (“He wants to fuck other people!”), DREAM, you hoped your wife would either react so positively 
you felt you could pivot to your non-monogamy-adjacent kink (“I want you to fuck other people!”) or 
even that she might leap to the opposite of the likeliest conclusion (“He wants me to fuck other peo- 
ple!2!"), And that is 1. not how it works and 2. not how you get what you want. 

“| recall discussing with my wife that we could make up our own rules, and build our own a la cart 
dynamic,” Cycle says, “which made her feel much more comfortable. It also didn’t hurt that chastity 
was already part of our kink repertoire. We eventually progressed to a more traditional FLR/Cuck- 
olding dynamic, but we allowed it time to develop organically.” (FLR = “female-led relationship.”) 

Cycle’s wife had a lot of reservations about opening up their relationship, DREAM, even though 
they were only opening things up — per Cycle’s desires — on her side. So, they started out slow 
with a lot of fantasy play and dirty talk before moving on to low-stakes/light-hearted/baby-step 
“first dates” with other men. Only after they both felt comfortable with the cuckold dynamic in 
theory did the move on to cuckolding — Cycle’s wife having sex with other men — in actual practice. 

And it wasn’t just about what Cycle wanted for himself, DREAM, but about what Cycle wanted 
for his wife and, more importantly, about what his wife wanted for herself. 

“When my wife and | first started dating | had already had significantly more partners,” said 
Cycle. “So, one of the most genuine things | wanted for my wife was for her to have more experi- 
ences with other partners. Suffice to say, cuckolding for us, is much more about fulfilling her wants, 
needs, and desires.” Follow Cycle on Twitter @CyclicCycle. 


My partner and I have known each other for 10 years. We fell madly in love, had a rich erotic and 
sexual relationship, and have explored ethical non-monogamy together. In the past year there 
was a shift — a lessening of passion that I mistakenly attributed to a lack of desire for me. Then 
my wife started seeing a therapist, which subsequently brought her Body Dysmorphic Disorder 
(BDD) to the surface. Previously she was able to keep it hidden; she only occasionally let on that 
she was unhappy with herself. We had been seeing a therapist together to discuss the ENM as- 
pect of our relationship, but she asked me not to bring her BDD into these sessions. Recently, she 
decided it was too painful to continue. We have had two private conversations about it, and in 
the last one she took PIV off the table. Being seen or touched naked is just too painful/shameful 
for her. In-depth relationship communication is not a strength for us — based partly on the 
shame, pain, and guilt over this disorder, as well as other cumulative traumas from her past. 
We love each other very much and I have committed to being a strong and supportive partner. 
Based on this limited information, Dan, can you offer suggestions to help me manage this chal- 
lenge? I don’t want to make things worse or create more problems, but | want my lover back.

TUES-SAT 12-4 something was left on the table, LOST, however meagre, otherwise you would've said your partner 
- cut off all sexual contact. But you didn’t say that... so I'm going to assume that hasn't happened... 
at least not yet. 

Your partner clearly has a lot of work to do in therapy, LOST, and you can be supportive while 
AN also being clear about your own needs/expectations/hopes for your future together... a future 
where you hope to reconnect sexually. If your partner isn’t comfortable talking about your rea- 
sonable needs/expectations/hopes in any depth — or if she experiences your reasonable needs/ 
expectations/hopes as coercive — taking a break from your relationship while she does the work 

may be in her own best interests.
